tu law, which has received a large share 
of public attention since the beginning 
rf the first regular session of tbe Fifty- 
third congress, is a thing of the past. 
After being twice heard in th'e United 
States supreme court, it wa» finally de- 
cided yesterday by that court to be in- 
valid and unconstitutional. There were 
four dissenting opinions given. One each 
by Justices Harlan, Brown, Jackson an<l 
Whue, showing that the court had stood 
five to four against the law. 


Who Changed t 


, Inasmuch as one of these dissenting 
opinions wss handed down by Justice 
Jackson, ani aa he was absent at the 
first heariui:, when tbe court divided 
evenly ou the question of sustaining the 
law on all points except those as to the 
tax on iucorne§Jrom rente and bonds, it 
follows that one of the mpinlwrs of th? 
•court who nt first pronounced for the 
law, ascent ou those two points, changed 
"his attitmla aftsr tbe second argument. 
Ther* is verv little question that Justice 
Gturas is the member who revised hia 
views of the law. He, however, ma< 
•no anLoauceiReat either yesterday or 
when the first opinion was df livered, as 
to his position. 


"While the opinion of thechief justice 


was largely a review of che general as- 
pects of the questions involved, he %ased 
the action of the court upon the arjja- 


that the provisions of the law re- 


garding 


, 
The Tax Upon Kent* and rUwutst 


were so essential a factor of it as to rea- 
der all other parts of it dependent upon 
them, and that in accordance witli the 
well known rule of law bearing on this 
question, the law, as a whole, must be 
declared invalid. 
- 'The opinions of Justices Harlan and 
»nd White TO»TO pnnrh.fi in language io 
vigorous at"1, so emphatic in their ar- 
raignment of the majority as to cause 
very general comment. 
Both justices 


indicated their belief that the ruling 
opinion was revolutionary, and intimat- 
ed that senous consequences might en- 
ine. Justice Harlan suggested the ne- 
cessity for amending the constitution in 
view of the opinion. 


The Cases. 


. It should probably be stated that while 
the cases in which these opinions were 
delivered are uniformly characterized as 
the iucome tax cases they are known on 
the court uocktt aa the cases of Charles 
Pollock versus the Farmers' Loan and 
Trust company, and Lewis H, Hyde ver- 
sus the Continental Trust company of 
New York, both appealed from tbe cir- 
cuit court of the United States for the 
southern district of New York. 


The chief justice announced the fol- 


lowing conclusions: 


"First—\Ve adhere to the opinion al- 


ready announced that taxes on real es- 
tate being undisputable direct taxes, 
taxes on the rents.or income of real es- 
tate are equally direct taxes. 


"Second—Wo are of the opinion that 


taxes on peibonal property or on the iu- 
rome cf peruonol property are likewise 
lireet taxes. 


"Third—The tax imposed by sections 


27 to 37, inclusive, ol the act of 1894, BJ 
far as it falls on the income of real es- 
tate and of personal property, being a 
direct tax within the meaning of the 
constitution and therefore unconstitu- 
tional and void because not apportioned 
according to representation, all those 
•ections constituting one entire scheme 
o£ taxation are necessarily invalid. 


"The decrees herein entered in this 


court will be vacated; the decrees below 
will be reserved and the cases remanded 
with instructions to grant the relief 
prayed. Opinions will also l>c read bv 
Justices Jackson, White, Harlan and 
Brown." 


The interest attaching to all proceed- 


ings in connection with tho incotno tax 
case was again mauiffstfd yest<-:(ltiy 
morning, wluju the supreme court room 
was crowded under the brliet that the 
final judgment of the emu t in the in- 
come tax CH808 would ha announced. 
This interest 
was heightened by a 


knowledge of the report circulated just 
ft few moments before the court con- 
vened that Associate Justice Jackson 
had returned to Washington and would 
iit on the bench wmle the opinion was 
beinp dehveied.

esptciHlly M wheh the question involve* 
the exercise oi" a great govarmental 
ppwt>r, and brings inlo consideration as 
vitally aif eet<-d by the decision that com- 
plex systt »!'. t>f government so sagaciously 
franra<l to secure and perpetuate 'An in- 
destructible nnion, composed of inde- 
structible Htates.' 
. "We have, therefore, with an anxious 
de*iro to omit nothing which might in 
any degree tend to elucidate the ques- 
tions submitted aad aided uy further 
able arguments embodying the frmite o! 
elaborate research, carefully re-exam- 
ined these cases with tho result that, 
while our former conclusions remain 
unchanged their scope must be enlarged 
by the acceptance of their logical conse- 
quences. The very nature ol the con- 
stitution, as observed by Chief Justice 
Marshall ill one of his greatest judg- 
ments. 'requires that only its greatest 
outlines should be inarked, its impor- 
tant objects designated and the minor 
ingredients which compose those objects 
be deduced from the nature of the ob- 
jects themselves.' 


"In considering this question, then, 


we must neverforget that it is a consti- 
tution that we me exposing. 


"As h^rt'iofore stated, the constitution 


divided federal taxation into two great 
classes, the class of direct taxes and tho 
class of duties, imposts and excises, and 
prescribed two rules which qualified the 
grant of r>ow«r to each class. 
The 


power to lay direct taxes apportioned 
among tlie several sfcatrs in proportion 
to tho representation into the popular 
branch of congress, a representation 
based 011 population, as ascertained by 
the census, was plenary and absolute; 
but to lay direct taxes without appor- 
tionment vras forbidden. The power to 
lay duties, imposts and excises was sub- 
ject to the qualification that the imposi- 
tion must be uniform throughout tha 
tjnited States. 


"Our previous decision was confined 


to the consideration of the validity of 
the tax on t-ie income from real estate 
and on tho income from municipal 
bonds. 


"The 
question thus limited 
was 


whether such taxation was direct or not 
in the niea ung f>{ the constitution; and 
the court went no further as to fee tax 
on the income from real estate than to 
hold, that it fell within the same class as 
the source vrhauce the income was de- 
rived, that is, that a tax on the realty 
and a tax upon receipts theref jpm were 
alike direct; while as to the income from 
municipal bonds that could not be taxed 
because of want of power to tax the 
source, and no reference was made to 
the nature of the tax as being direct or 
indirect. 


"We are now permitted to broaden 


the field of inquiry and to determine 
which of the two great classes a tax 
upon a person's entire income, whether 
derived from rents or products or other- 
wise. of real estate, or from bonus, 
stocks or other forms of personal prop- 
erty belongs: and we are unable to con- 
clude that the enforced subtraction from 
the yield of all the owners of real or per- 
sonal property, in the manner pre- 
scribed, is BO different from a tax upon 
the property itself; that it is not a direct, 
but an" indirect tax in the meaning of 
the constitution. 


"We know of no reason for holding 


otherwise then that the words 'direct 
taxes' on the one hand and 'duties, im- 
posts and excises' on the other, were 
used in the constitution in taeir natural 
and obvkraa sense; nor, in arriving' •><• 
what thosa terms embrace dowep^r- 
ceive any ground for enlarging them be- 
yond or narrowing them within their 
natural and obvious import at the time 
the constitution was framed and ratified. 


"And passing from the text we regard 


the conclusion as inevitable when the 
climax which surrounded the convention 
and controlled its action, and the views 
of those who framed and those who 
adopted the constitution are considered. 
We do not care to retravel ^utind al- 
ready traversed, but some observations 
may be added." 
Justice Brown, who also d'ssented 


from the judgement of the court, gave 
way to Justice Jackson, who announced 
his views in opposition to the judgement 
expies&ed by the chief justice. 


Justice Jackson Quite We*k. 


Immediately upon the conclusion ol 


the reading of his opinion at 2:80 o'clock 
Justice JaVkson retired from the court 
and was driven at once to his hotel. He 
was feeling quite weak from his long 
•tay on the bench. Justice Jackson left 
Washington in the afternoon, it is pre- 
sumed for Philadelphia, for 
further 


treatment by Dr. Pepper.

The erection of the 
agricultural bureau into one of tho di- 
visions of national economy, with a Sv..1- 
reiary of its own at the head, gave a, 
new impei-K to stitutiflc farming and 
live stock breeding. The dairy business 
iu particular, which is one of the vast 
industries of this republic, lias improved 
immeasurably in the past few years. 
Undoubtedly pnrt of tho progress is ow- 
ing to tho government stations iu the 
states. Yet thebenolit this bureau of ag- 
riculture will cuiifer on tho country is 
only in its beginning.

A httle book called "Street Railway 


Investments," written by Edward J. 
Baggius, purports to give report of the 
risks, management and profits of street 
railways. The volume takes account of 
a number of these railways in the years 
from 1890 to 1893. 
We find for GJ;C 


thing that the net earnings of tho roads 
have increased considerably since the 
cbauge of motive power from horses to 
electricity. The increase is cine more to 
diminished operating erpenses than to 
increase in traffic, though the universal 
cropping up of electric roads bas in- 
creased that too. As to tho -money to be 
made in street railway investments there 
58 great variation. It costs as much to 
run cars in n towu of 15,000 inhabitants 
as in one of 100,000, yet the difference 
in the number of passengers makes tlie 
profits in case of the small city so limit 
ed and uncertain that they are 'only 
worth considering by local capitalists, 
while in case of the larger place thci-n 
profits range anywhere from 15 to 25 per 
cent jiof. Iu case of cities of tho Lirgest 
size, 600,000 and over, tho net profits 
are still larger. However, all tbrso coin 
paaiies are enormously overcapitalized, 
aud the net income is carefully calculat- 
ed on a basis of tho e;rfiiing powers of 
the road, its debts, ^h. Tailing tho 
roads at their own capitah/.Jition, tho in- 
vestor receives on the money ho puts in 
to street railway stock iu a city of 100.- 
000 and over anywhere from C to 8 per 
pent Theso earnings arc safe and steady, 
and Mr. Higgins considers that tho mon- 
ey of women and jninors can 1x5 invest- 
ed in 110 better way than in good street 
railway stock.

Our Ancestors. 


It goes wltbout saying that a man 
s two parents, four grandparents, 


eight greatgrandparent*, and so on, 
so that if we go away back, doubling 
at each step, we have*2",038 an- 
cestnrs. This sort of argument has 
been used by superficial genealogists 
to show that at the time of William 
the 
Conqueror 
each 
of us had 


mr..re ancestors than the total popu- 
lation of England; hence we must 
each bs descended from every En- 
glishman of that day, including the 
immortal 
William 
himself. 
The 


absurdity of this sort of reasoning 
has been pointed out by Prof. Brooks, 
ui ,!ohns Hopkins. While it Is true 
that we have four grandparents, they 
need not be four separate and distinct 
persons. First cousins have no more 
than three separate grandparents; if 
they are doubly cousins they have 
but two. So in the tenth generation 
one's 2,048 ancestors are never 2.048 
Separate persons. They abound in 
"duplicate," so to speak. Besides 
this, the lines from a given pair of 
ancestors tend to become extinct 
sooner or later. So instead of having 
all Englishmen of the year 1000 for 
our ancestors, the probability is that 
we are descended from comparatively 
few of them. This is what Prof. 
Brooks calls the "convergence of an- 
cestry.'—Si. Loui* Olobc-Demvcrat.
